It ‘seems’ that California is the 
victim of “the V.A:’s* attempt to 
tighten’“its “‘pursé’strings’ as no 
other’ state’ is *affeétéd “by this 
ruling. California seemingly is 
the only state* providing a com- 
plete’ public: school” system and 
this is the loophole the V.A. is 
using ‘to back up its action. The 
finance” department of the V.A. 
has stated that they will not. pay 
for school equipment ‘for any 
school in the California public 
school system not having a tui- 
tion fee. . ee 

Another hurdle facing the stu- 
dent vet will be the removal of 
training officers from all Cali- 
fornia schools. 

Mr. Jerry Girdner, S.J.C.’s 
training officer during last year 
and the first part of this semes- 
ter, closes his office today. All 
problems facing local vets must 
now be settled by mail through 
the San Francisco office. 

In explaining this cut in train- 
ing offices, the V.A. claims a 
shortage -of qualified personnel 
but only recently they have fired 
nearly two thirds of their em- 
ployees in this area.

Lemos, S.J.C: president; recently 
attended a conference in.Los, An- 
geles but was unable to alleviate 
any of the present conditions.

Smythe Urges New 


Name For La 


Reata 


Pat Smythe, editor of the ’47-’48@be changed by a popular vote of 


La Reata, suggested a change in 
the name for the yearbook be- 
fore the first meeting of the stu- 
dent body commission. 

Smythe stated that the present 
name has. no basic connection 
with the theme of the Salinas 
Junior College, being a carry- 
aver from the days when the jun- 
ior college was housed with the 
Salinas Union High School, 

La Reata, when translated, 
means “the lariat,’ which does 
not carry through, or connect it- 
self in dny manner or means with 
the emblem of the college, the 
editor said. Smythe believes that 


the student body to a name that 
would symbolize or carry through 
the theme of the school; rather 
than a theme of a Spanish na- 
ture. 

Several objections to the idea 
of a name change were voiced 
by members of the commission 
among which were: It. would in- 
fringe upon an established tradi- 
much change at this time to 
make the deadline for this year’s 
covers.
